After a hard fought game, last 
Saturday, George Washington de- 
feated Gallaudet, 16 to 6. It >vas 
one of the prettiest contests seen 
on the local gridiron this year/and 
the victory won by our. team was 
well earned. " - ' 

The game was marred by re^ - 
located wi-anglings with the- offi- 
rials, dragging on till darkness 
put an end to it. None of the of- 
ficials seemed to realize that they 
were there to umpire the game, ' 
mid that, their word was law. The 
Mutes took advantage of this, es- 
pecially on their three-yard line 
where the game was delayed some 
15 minutes before they could be 
convinced a recovered fumble by 
our men gave us first down. 

From Saturday’s contest a 
somewhat reliable opinion of 
( ieorge Washington’s efficiency 
ran be gleaned. They have had a 
good month in which to develop, 
■md show to some extent the re- 
sult of constant practice. Every 
rame exhibits an improvement 
over the preceding, and that of 
Saturday is no exception. The 
forward pass has been mastered to 
a degree quite unexpected by those 
o’ho have watched the practice 
since the beginning; the onside 
kick and the line work have im- 
proved wonderfully. 

But there are still many points 
which will have to be learned 
carefully before George Washing- 
ton can hope to go against the 
well-trained Georgetown eleven 
with any ideas of success.

ciallv must better interference be 
developed. Not only Gallaudet, 
but every team that has been at 
Van Ness Park this year, had this 
most essential element of team 
work far better executed than our 
boys. And further, the men- are 
too easily caught by trick plays, 
which on more than one occasion, 
have been practically the same as 
the team itself uses. 

In addition the hacks fail to 


break up the plays as they should. 
Time and again, last Saturday, 
Gallaudet ends and backs struck 
our ends, with their interference 
firactically unbroken, making it 
almost impossible for our ends to 
reach their men, before a good 
gain was secured. 

In following the ball there is 
much to be learned. It is hard to 
see why the vast majority of fum- 
bles made on Saturday were se- 


cured by Gallaudet, when out men 
either were or should have been 
right after the. ball. . All these de- J 
linquencies can and must be reme- 
died within the next two weeks, 
and that • feeling of over-confi- 
dence which was only too plainly 
evident against Gallaudet, should 
lie lost in the woods somewhere 
where it can’t be found again till 
after the Georgetown game. 

Several of the men showed up 
brilliantly last Saturday, which 
easily disproves the statement of 
<>ne of the daily papers that 
George Washington haq no stars. 
Galt, the new quarter, is unques- 
tionably a find of the first water. 
His quick, snappy work and his 
, clever dodging in running back 
punts were a revelation to the 
i spectators. Maxey, at right half, 
was, at last, in the position he be- 
longs. He seemed to be the only 
one who could circle the end for 
consistent gains, in several; in- 
stances advancing the ball 20 or 
more yards. As this young man 
is only a Freshman he has a great 
future before him jn University 
athletics. 

Jack Brooks deserves particular? 
mention for his excellent work 
both on defense and offense. Gal- . 
laudet found his end invulnerable, 
his fast aggressive plunging, 
breaking up plays repeatedly. In 
the forward passes he proved 
good for ten or more yards on 
every , attempt, making a touch- 7 
down at the end of the game by 
this method. 

Crafts and Sommers played the 
usual steady game which their 
work has led the rooters to ex- 
pect, the former making two of 
Washington’s three touchdowns. 
Witten has become more acquaint- 
ed with his position as fullback,

Washington but were not as 
quick. Ilowser and Mosey, the 
ends, and Sharp, the full, starred 
for the Mutes, the former pair 
making consistent gains, Gallau- 
det. tried several tricks, a fake 
kick, converted into a forward 
pass, in particular. Had our 
quarter played closer to the line 
of scrimmage this play would not 
have worked as often as it did. 

Gallaudet ! s lone touchdown was 
made after securing the ball oil 
one of our forward passes in the 
center of the field, and rushing it 
over by end runs and line plays.

It was de- 
cided last year that the game 
should be„ played Thanksgiving, 
and since then no change in the 
date hys been unanimously agreed 
upo pr On this ppint Georgetown 
contends that, thb agreement to 
play Thanksgiving held for last 
year only. Yet it is difficult to 
reconcile this with the terms of 
the original agreement. 

And further, as Graduate-Man- 
ager Wilson wrote, Georgetown 
schedules and University publica- 
tions have announced the game to 
take place Thanksgiving, the 
schedule sent by Georgetown to 
the newspapers announced the 
game for that date and finally 
Manager Fitzgerald, in his letter 
to Manager Ball, referred to the 
game as “our game on Thanksgiv- 
ing Day.” 

Therefore, the date of the game 
as expressed by Georgetown, as 
expressed by the daily papers, and 
as understood by the general pub- 
lic, has been Thanksgiving Day. 
In the face of these facts George- 
town can only appear ridiculous 
in attempting to dictate terms. 


THE NEEDHAM DEBATING SO- 
CIETY.

Many of the members 
took advantage of the new rule 
concerning the general debate and 
spoke effectively and' to the point 
on the question.
